Case May Save
Six From Death

See Death Blow to Capital
Punishment in Chi-
cago Decision

CHICAGO, Sept. 30.—The shad-
ow of Loeb and Leopold hangs over
every criminal court in the country.

In Pennsylvania petitions are be-
ing circulated ifi behalf of Lou'se
Thomas, .19-year-old mulatto girl,
who was sentenced to die in the
electric chair for slaying Harrison
Saunders, a negro patrolman. Gov-
ernor Pinchot has signed the death
warrant and the date set for.the
execution is October 20. If her
sentence is not altered she will be
the first woman to be executed in
Pennsylvania since 1889,

through step by step, an exact
min‘ature of the current in the
broadeasting plant. In other words,
the diaphragms of our headphones
are nmow vibrating at exactly the
same rate as the one in the micro-
phone into which the distant artist
is singing. And just as the sound
waves of her voice caused that
vibration at the far cnd of our
“line,” so does the vibration of
our headphone diaphragms produce
sound waves, the duplicate of the
artist's voice. And so we have fol-
lowed through the entire process
of radio transmission and reception,
and while it may seem technical
even in this siggple explanation, it
is not the hopeless mystery it ap-
pears to many people.

Next time we will discuss the
vacuum tube, the modern “Alad-
din's lamp” which has made pos-
sible the broadcasting of these
splendid entertainments and which
has increased our receiving range
from -a possible 100 m‘les with a
crystal set, to a common range of
1000 miles or more with the mod-
ern multi-tube sets. -
